The SPC includes citations to forthcoming Government information products as well asto titles which have
recently been superseded or gone out of print.

About The Reffil.Zip File

The Sales Product Catalog is avail able on the Federal Bulletin Board as a compressed ASCII file named Reffil .zip,
and is currently over 18 MB decompressed

The Sales product Catalog file can be opened in any word processor program and searched using a Find command.
Do not search for the name of afield or you will retrieve too many hits. Using the Print command may print the
entirefile. To print arecord or set of records, highlight the text to be printed or select a page range to be printed.
